County FM Roads, Highways 
Receive State-Funded Facelift 


Work in Collin County is included in 
the 1978 Special Rehabilitation State 
Highway and Farm-to-Market Road 
Improvement Program approved by 
the Texas Highway and Public 
Transportation Commission. 
The quarter-billion-dollar program 
was made possible by funds provided 
by the 65th Texas Legislature. 
A large part of the program will be 
financed with general revenue funds 
especially appropriated for this 
purpose with the remainder of the 
projects financed with state highway 
funds. 
In Plano, 1.6 miles of work will be 


done through the program on FM 544 
from Independence Pkwy. to Park 
Blvd. 
Funds are available for 
reconstructing curbing and for re­ 
surfacing portions of the road. 
A total of more than 80 miles on 
farm-to-market roads and state high­ 
ways will be repaired or refurbished 
in Collin County. James Huffman, 
supervising resident engineer, will be 
in charge of the Collin County road­ 
work. 
Statewide, the program provides for 
the improvement of some 6,900 miles 
of highways at an estimated con­ 
struction cost of approxim ately 


$222,560,000, with an additional $4.3 
million set aside for later assignment. 
Some 68 percent of the overall 
program will be on State and U.S. 
Highways, another 30 percent on 
farm -to-m arket 
roads 
and 
the 
remaining two percent reserved for 
future assignment. 
The program is the first phase of a 
long-range program to restore the 
highway system to the standards 
Texans have come to expect, noted 
district engineer John G. Keller of 
Dallas.

mendations submitted by several 
district engineers and selected 
following a statewide assessment of 
highway needs.

President Carter fresh victories in the 
process. 
Action on energy 
continues 
to 
highlight developments on Capitol Hill 
as lawmakers try to complete work on 
a number of matters before leaving 
town Friday. 
The House Wednesday, in a test for 
the White House, narrowly approved 
Carter’s request for continued federal 
price controls on natural gas. The 227- 
199 vote was a “great victory for 
American consumers,’’ Carter said 
through a spokesman. “It saved them 
millions of dollars.” 
The House still must resolve the 
unpopular issue of increases in 
federal gasoline taxes, 
a 
second 
major ingredient in the White House 
package to cut American reliance on 
oil. 
Carter sought a phased-in, 50-cent- 
a-gallon tax increase, but Democratic 
leaders have rallied behind a one-shot 
5 cent increase to boost federal taxes 
to 9 cents a gallon. House leaders are 
pushing for a final vote on the Carter 
energy program by Friday. 
The White House victory on con­ 
tinued federal regulation of natural 
gas came one day after Congress 
approved Carter’s Cabinet level 
energy department. Carter was ready 
to sign the measure today and Con­ 
gress was so sure White House energy 
adviser James Schlesinger would be 
the nominee for new energy chief, it 
called him to Captiol Hill to testify. 
“ Your nomination ... certainly 
leaves me with no doubt in any mind 
that he (Carter) has picked a top­ 
flight man for a very difficult job,” 
Sen. Clifford Hansen, R-Wyo., told 
Schlesinger, a jack-of-all-trades in 
two Republican administrations.

Free Clinic Slated 
For Immunizations 


An immunization clinic for children two months through 18 years of age is 
scheduled for Monday from 9 a.rn.-noon at the Collin County Democratic 
Headquarters, 926 E. 15th St. 
Sponsored by the Texas Dept, of Health Resources and operated through 
the City of Plano health dept., the clinic will provide immunizations against 
diphtheria-tetanus-pertussis (DTP), polio, rubeola (red measles) and 
rubella (German measles). All school-age children who have not received 
three doses of DTP and polio vaccine are urged to take advantage of the free 
clinic. 
A parent or guardian must accompany pre-school children to the clinic. 
Immunization records will be examined by the public health nurse who will 
also answer any questions posed by parents or guardians. 
“Since these diseases can be quite harmful to children, each parent or 
guardian is encouraged to protect their children from them,’’stressed Hal J. 
Dewlett, M D., director of public health region five. “Persons who have 
private physicians are encouraged to consult with their family doctor for 
advice.” 
The clinics are held every third Monday in Plano.

Cities Get Rebate 
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Allen Government 
Hires Consultant

The two cities put up the 
litial $65 million for the 
L500 acres the airport is 
built on but have gotten, so 
far, 
some

returned to them from FAA 
grants. 
The airport itself was 
financed by revenue bonds to 
be paid back by the airlines 
and other users of the air­ 
port—not city taxpayers. 


Even the federal money is 
not from the general tax 
kitty. It is from the Aviation 
Trust Fund, money that is 
collected from the aviation 
industry through items like 
an eight percent tax on 
airline ticket sales.

nearly

million 
the 
amount returned to the cities 


for the original land costs. 
Depending 
on 
future 
legislation over the next 
several years cities could 
qualify for an additional $35 
million. 
The airport annually, it 
has been estimated, returns 
to the community more than 
$350 million in salaries and 
purchase of supplies and 
services.

Farmers and ranchers in 
Texas and throughout the 
nation will have access to 
more and better weather 
information on which to 
m a k e 
m a n a g e m e n t 
decisions once a national 
agricultural w eather net­ 
work is instigated. 
Dr. Karl Johannessen, 
associate 
director 
for 
m e t e o r o l o g y 
a n d 
oceanography 
with 
the 
National Weather Service 
(NWS), Washington, DC., 
told 
a 
meeting 
of 
agricultural meteorologists 
here 
at 
Texas 
A&M 
University that the NWS has 
made a 
pact with the 
Extension Service, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 
to put into action a system 
for 
more 
effectively 
gathering and disseminating 
weather 
information 
to 
benefit farmers and ran­ 
chers. 


The meteorologists were 
attending 
a 
two-week 
symposium to learn more 
a b o u t 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
production and the effects of 
weather. 
“The Extension Service 
will provide the personnel to 
take weather information 
directly to farm ers and 
ranchers. This will assure 
that the information gets to 
the grassroots level. Plans 
call for one meteorologist to 
be added to each state 
Extension staff to work 
closely with NWS personnel 
in making the best possible 
use of agricultural weather 
information. 


“ These state extension 
personnel 
will 
be 
our 
‘apostles’ in the field and will 
play a key role in our total 
agricultural w eather net­ 
wo r k , ’ ’ 
e m p h a s i z e d 
Johannessen. “They will be 
especially 
valuable 
in 
providing two-way com­ 
m unications between our 
service and the producers 
themselves.” 
Johannessen noted that 
“we have a long way to go in 
forming a complete national 
agricultural w eather net­ 
work, but our chances of 
establishing such a network 
are improving as weather 


problems continue to plague 
our producers.” 
He said that plans are 
under way to establish seven 
additional 
Environmental 
Studies Service Centers such 
as the one at Texas A&M 
This would require $4 to $5 
million and a staff of about 
60 new people. There are 
currently four such centers 
in operation. 
“We also plan to establish 
some 
330 weather radio 
stations (special limited 
range FM stations with 
continuous 
w eather 
in­ 
formation ) across the nation 
that 
will 
broadcast 
both 
regular weather information 
as 
well 
as 
special 
agricultural weather ad­ 
visories,” 
pointed 
out 
Johannessen. “ Our total 
w eather 
radio 
network 
should be in full operation in 
three or four years.” 
The NWS official also 
noted that 28 new staff 
m em bers will be added 
nationally to give more 
em phasis to agricultural 
weather information. These 
will be added at various 
weather forecasting offices. 
Another speaker, Harold 
Scott, leader for the NWS 
agricultural meteorology 
program, Washington, D C., 
also added emphasis to the 
proposed program involving 
the cooperative effort bet­ 
ween the NWS and the 
Extension Service. 
“This plan will allow us to 
go in tandem with the 
Extension Service which has 
personnel in each county of 
each 
state. 
The 
state 
Extension 
meteorologist 
would work closely with 
each county Extension agent 
as well as with as many 
farmers and ranchers as 
possible to establish working 
relationships. This is the real 
key 
to 
both 
effective 
dissem ination of weather 
information as well as to 
obtaining feedback from the 
grassroots level on specific 
weather information needs,” 
said Scott. 
“ The Extension person 
will also be responsible for 
training programs to help 
county agents and producers 
better 
use 
w eather 
in­ 


formation and to assist them 
in getting the right in­ 
formation,” noted Scott. "He 
will be the real key to setting 


up and implementing our 
nat i onal 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
weather program."

Water Cycle

W ater is probably the 
natural resource we all know 
best. All of us have had first­ 
hand experience with it in its 
many forms such as rain, 
hail, snow, ice, steam, fog,

Johnny C lark, soil con­ 
serv ationist assisting the 
Collin County Soil and Water 
Conservation District. 
In spite of our daily use of 
it, water is probably the 
natural resource we least 
understand. The water cycle 
is an endless process of 
water circulation going on 
throughout the world. 
To trace the movement of 
water through the cycle, we 
begin with the sun’s energy 
transferring water from the 
seas and earth to the at­ 
mosphere in the form of 
w ater vapor. The soil and 
inland water bodies through 
evaporation 
and

large am ounts of w ater 
vapor to the atmosphere, but 
most of it comes from the 
oceans. Man, animals, and

respiration and combustion. 
Air m asses c a rry the 
w ater vapor across the 
earth, and the vapor con­ 
denses into precipitation. 
The precipitation falls as 
rain, snow, and hail.

DEAR POLLY — I have trouble keeping my white 
lingerie really white Should they be washed with other 
pastels as some are not supposed to be bleached'’ Should 
I put them in the dryer0 Any help you could give me

DEAR JAYNE — You failed to say so I am only 
presuming your underthings are nylon or polyester. 
Authorities suggest restoring whiteness by pouring one- 
half cup or more of a liquid cold water detergent that 
has a special brightener over the damp garments and 
work in thoroughly. Let them soak this way for about 20 
minutes and put garments (with excess liquid from the 
soaking) in the washer with hot water. I only run them 
through the delicate cycle. Run machine about IO 
minutes in all and have the rinse warm. Some things 
will take to a properly diluted chlorine bleach in the 
wash. Nylons have been known to absorb color from 
other things particularly if they are packed away with 
other colors. If all else fails to restore the desired 
whiteness, color remover could be used. I put such 
things in the dryer for a short time until dry but they 
could be rolled in a towel and ironed if desired. —
